United States in the dugout pit or po-

culture, "Potato Storage and Storage 
Houses." In genera], 
the 
bulletin 


says, no attempt is made to store po- 
tatoes of the early crop, since usually 
they are sold for immediate consump- 
tion. 


While the dugout storage house is 


in most general use concrete or ma-

Purposes of Storage 


The primary purposes of storage, it

highest at which 
potatoes

TO CAN STRING BEANS 


(In the North and West) 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—Use 


fresh beans. String them. Blanche 
them from five to ten minutes in 
steam. Remove and dip quickly into 
and out of cold water. Pack directly 
into hot jars or cans. Pour in enough 
boiling water to fill the 
container. 


Add one level teaspoonful of salt to 
each quart. Put rubber rings and 
caps on jars into position but do not 
tighten 
the wire 
clamps. Seal tin 


can completely. 


Place containers on a false bottom 


of wooden slats or wire mesh in a ves- 
sel of water deep enough to complete- 
ly cover the containers. .Keep the 
water boiling for three hours. 


Remove the jars; tighten covers; in- 


vert pars to test sealing, and cool (not 
in draft as par might crack.) 


Tin cans may be placed in cold wa- 


ter for rapid cooling. 


After the containers are coo), store 


in a dark, cool place.

London, July 5.—(By Mail)—In my 


judement the important matters for a 
nation going into war are these: 


First of all, the statesman and the 


people should have a true conception 
of the nature of war and of the char- 
acter of the particular war they are 
taking up. Otherwise 
the? leading- 


cannot be right. The supreme leader 
is always the statesman and in a dem- 
ocratic country the people must un- 
derstand and sympathizes with the 
statesman. If he sees too far ahead 
they wont follow and if the oopular 
ideas on the subject of war are not 
true the greatest leader may be crip- 
pled. 


In the military sphere- the first 


thing is the choice of a comntandei 
and his assistants. When raising an 
army the vital matter is the choice 
and education of the officers. In the 
training of troops all soldiers will say 
the thing to aim at is discipline and 
the best means of giving it, providing 
the officers have been well chosen and 
rightly taught, is to teach the soldiers 
to sht&t and to march. 


"In war," said Napoleon, writing to 


his brother Joseph, "the men are noth- 
ing. One man is everything." 


At the end of his career Napoleon 


dictated a pamphlet when he called 
Notes on the Art of War, the purpose 
of which was to explain to govern- 
ments and nations about to go to war 
how to set 
about it. He said "the 


principles of the art of war are those 
which guided the great captains of 
the pas—Alexander, Hannibal, Caes 
ar, 
Gustavus, 
Adolphus, 
Turenne, 


Prince Eugene 
and Frederick the 


Great." Reviewing the campaigns of 
these commanders Napoleon pointed 
out that on all the vital points the 
practice of all of them was the same. 
He then reviewed his own campaigns 
and concluded by saying that "you 
should make your war as they made 
it and model yourself upon them," 
for there is no other way of master- 
ing the secrets of war. In othei 
words " a knowledge of the high parts 
of war can be obtained only by study- 
ing the history of great campaigns 
and by experience." 


In an army that has passed through 


a long period of peace, experience is 
necessarily lacking; a knowledge of 
war is possessed only by those who 
have studied it in the way Napoleon 
recommended. Such a- student wa? 
the late Admiral Mahan of the United 
States Navy. No writer in any coun 
try has shown a stronger grasp oi 
war or better illuminated by his writ 
ings its larger aspects, especially in 
all that concerns maritime warfare. 


My first point is: Warfare cannot 


be conducted without knowledge, but 
in the choice of a commander the first 
requisite is not knowledge, but char- 
acter. If I were looking for a com- 
mander-in-chief I should search above 
all for a man of high purpose, who, I 
could be sure, would think only of 
his duty,'only of his country and nev- 
er of himself. In war more than in 
any other of the affairs of life, the 
saying holds good, "If thine eye be 
single thy whole body shall be full of 
light." 


I think that Grant as a general and 


as commander of the armies in the 
Civil War had the single eye and he 
had a remarkably strong character. 
Sherman before setting off for Atlan- 
ta spent an evening in conversation 
with an intimate friend, one of his 
best cavalry generals, wno reports 
that late at night they talked a little 
about Grant. After a pause Sherman, 
looking in the fire, said: 


"I know a lot more about history 


and law and war than ' 
I'll tell you where he beata m* «ifL 
where he beata the lot of us. ;»|pj 
doesn't care a damn for what ha cajiV..*-1''" 
see the enemy doing and it i 
like hell."

Tfce Storage of Winter Potatoes 


Farm Dialogue 


No.T 


The storage of 
potatoes of 
the 


main crop can be accomplished most 
satisfactorily throughout much oi! the 
United States in the dugout pit or po- 
tato cellar in some of its various 
forms 
of construction, says a 
re- 


cently published Farmer's Bulletin of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture, "Potato Storage and Storage 
Houses." In genera], 
the 
bulletin 


says, no attempt is made to store po- 
tatoes of the early crop, since usually 
they are sold for immediate consump- 
tion. 


While the dugout storage house is 


in most general use concrete or ma- 
sonry 
houses, with 
frame 
super- 


structures are, perhaps, most .satis- 
factory in cold .climates. . In some 
sections, especially in the south where 
drainage is 
pool', insulated 
frame 


structures built entirely above ground 
must be depended upon. 


Purposes of Storage 


The primary purposes of storage, it 


is pointed out, are to protect the tu- 
bers from extremes of heat and cold 
and ftorn light 
Account also must 


be taken of conditions of 
humidity 


and ventilation and of the size of the 
storage pile. 


The temperature should be the 


highest at which 
potatoes 
can be 


maintained fli'm and ungerminated, 
and which will afc the same time hold 
fungous diseases in check. Experi- 
ments of the department with artifi- 
cially refrigerated 
storage

TO CAN STRING BEANS 


(In the North and West) 


Washington, D. C., July 18.—Use 


fresh beans. String them. Blanche 
them from five to ten minutes in 
steam. Remove and dip quickly into 
and out of cold water. Pack directly 
into hot jars or cans. Pour in enough 
boiling water to fill the 
container. 


Add one level teaspoonful of salt to 
each quart. Put rubber rings and 
caps on jars into position but do not 
tighten 
the wire 
clamps. Seal tin 


can completely. 


Place containers on a false bottom 


of wooden slats or wire mesh in a ves- 
sel of water deep enough to complete- 
ly cover the containers. .Keep the 
water boiling for three hours. 


Remove the jars; tighten covers; in- 


vert pars to test sealing, and cool (not 
in draft as par might crack.) 


Tin cans may be placed in cold wa- 


ter for rapid cooling. 


After the containers are coo), store 


in a dark, cool place.

London, July 5.—(By Mail)—In my 


judement the important matters for a 
nation going into war are these: 


First of all, the statesman and the 


people should have a true conception 
of the nature of war and of the char- 
acter of the particular war they are 
taking up. Otherwise 
the? leading- 


cannot be right. The supreme leader 
is always the statesman and in a dem- 
ocratic country the people must un- 
derstand and sympathizes with the 
statesman. If he sees too far ahead 
they wont follow and if the oopular 
ideas on the subject of war are not 
true the greatest leader may be crip- 
pled. 


In the military sphere- the first 


thing is the choice of a comntandei 
and his assistants. When raising an 
army the vital matter is the choice 
and education of the officers. In the 
training of troops all soldiers will say 
the thing to aim at is discipline and 
the best means of giving it, providing 
the officers have been well chosen and 
rightly taught, is to teach the soldiers 
to sht&t and to march. 


"In war," said Napoleon, writing to 


his brother Joseph, "the men are noth- 
ing. One man is everything." 


At the end of his career Napoleon 


dictated a pamphlet when he called 
Notes on the Art of War, the purpose 
of which was to explain to govern- 
ments and nations about to go to war 
how to set 
about it. He said "the 


principles of the art of war are those 
which guided the great captains of 
the pas—Alexander, Hannibal, Caes 
ar, 
Gustavus, 
Adolphus, 
Turenne, 


Prince Eugene 
and Frederick the 


Great." Reviewing the campaigns of 
these commanders Napoleon pointed 
out that on all the vital points the 
practice of all of them was the same. 
He then reviewed his own campaigns 
and concluded by saying that "you 
should make your war as they made 
it and model yourself upon them," 
for there is no other way of master- 
ing the secrets of war. In othei 
words " a knowledge of the high parts 
of war can be obtained only by study- 
ing the history of great campaigns 
and by experience." 


In an army that has passed through 


a long period of peace, experience is 
necessarily lacking; a knowledge of 
war is possessed only by those who 
have studied it in the way Napoleon 
recommended. Such a- student wa? 
the late Admiral Mahan of the United 
States Navy. No writer in any coun 
try has shown a stronger grasp oi 
war or better illuminated by his writ 
ings its larger aspects, especially in 
all that concerns maritime warfare. 


My first point is: Warfare cannot 


be conducted without knowledge, but 
in the choice of a commander the first 
requisite is not knowledge, but char- 
acter. If I were looking for a com- 
mander-in-chief I should search above 
all for a man of high purpose, who, I 
could be sure, would think only of 
his duty,'only of his country and nev- 
er of himself. In war more than in 
any other of the affairs of life, the 
saying holds good, "If thine eye be 
single thy whole body shall be full of 
light." 


I think that Grant as a general and 


as commander of the armies in the 
Civil War had the single eye and he 
had a remarkably strong character. 
Sherman before setting off for Atlan- 
ta spent an evening in conversation 
with an intimate friend, one of his 
best cavalry generals, wno reports 
that late at night they talked a little 
about Grant. After a pause Sherman, 
looking in the fire, said: 


"I know a lot more about history 


and law and war than ' 
I'll tell you where he beata m* «ifL 
where he beata the lot of us. ;»|pj 
doesn't care a damn for what ha cajiV..*-1''" 
see the enemy doing and it i 
like hell."
